Claims 1, 11-13, 21-23, 25, and 26 lack novelty under PCX Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Waeiti et aI(WO 01/38820). 

Waeiti et al teach an interferometer sample arm that contains an arrangement(120) for providing a delay in at least one of two 
radiations. 

Claims 2-10, 14-20, and 24 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or feirly suggest 
generating a pluraliQr of images based on the radiations of the sample arm and a reference arm.
